By Mr. Dennys—He sometimes bought goods 
on bis own account—that was on acceont of A, 
E. Skeols and Chung Lal © ho, ‘a, partner. The 
firm consisted of A. E. Steele and Chan Lal 
Cho, and the capital wis $4,500. At the 
end- of 1893 bls Chinese partner left bim, 
According to the deed of partnership the 
bankrupt was to get all the prefi's and pay the 
Compr+dore $ro> a month for certain. He 
semembered Mr. Dennve presenting the 
promissory ‘note signed “A. E. Skeele,” for 
$3,000, due to the Compradore when. the 
partnership ended, but could not remember 
whetber it was in 1893 or 18¢4. He 
had made no note of the date on which the note 
was presented, : 

At this polnt Mr. Dennys sald he had 
adopted a certatn style of cross-examination to 
show that Mr, Skeels had not conducted his,

Continuing, the witness, in reply to Mr. Dennys. 
said he did not think he knew at the end of 1893 
that his current monthly expenses were as much 
‘as between four and five hundied dollars, He 
had not ‘gone into the matter then, and hed 
not gone Into his accounts until pressed latterly.
